Tlie 
I'^lora sailed from Duwsou on her -ivay 
back to the White Horse on Thursday 
la.-^t, and the; Or? wijs to follow he* on 
.Saturday. ITius it will not bl* long be- 
fore the crowds of Yukoaere begin to 
reach this city with their goldca store, 
and tell of the results of this ytar's 
clean-up.

'■ The I'resideiit, iu bis message to 
congress last December said; 

"'This goveruuieiit has maintained an 
altitude (d' neutrality in the unfortiiiiate 
contest between (!real Britain and the 
Boi'r states of .Vfrica. Wo have re- 
mained faitliful to the precept of avoid- 
ing ciitangMng alliances as to affairs not 
of our direct concern. Had eircum- 
stances suggested tliat the parties to the 
(piarrel would liavi' Avelcomed any kindly 
expression oC the hope of the .Vuierican 
people that war mighv have been averted, 
good olllces would have been gladly ten- 
dered. .\s the war v.-eiit on, the I'resi- 
dent, while regretting the sufferings and 
the sacrilices endured by both of the 
combatants, ciiuld do nothing but pre- 
serve a strict neutrality between them. 
This he has steadily and consistently 
done, but there ii(;ver has been a mo- 
ment when he would have neglected any 
favorable occasion to use his good oUices 
in the inliM'ests of peace.'

Loudon, May 122.— (3:;50 a. m.)— British 
liorseiuen, according to a despatch from 
Lorenzo Munpies, are now close to the 
Vaul river, ^vithiu -10 miles of .lohannes- 
burg. The migration from I'retoria ha.s 
begun. Women aud children are beiuy 
sent iu trains to Machadadorp, ou the 
way to Lydenborg. Trains are arriving 
at Lorenzo Mariiues lilled with passen- 
gers, among whom are many Germans 
bound for lOtirope. 

Some details of Col. Mahou's Mafekiujj 
relief expedition are now coming through 
from wayside points. It was one lout; 
rush to Mafeking. .Mr, C. E. Hands, 
the Daily Mail's correspoiiiieiit men- 
tioned in Lord Itoberts' despatch to the 
war olllce us dangerously wounded iu 
the light in the bush on May 13, sent bis 
last message from Vr.vLurg May 0, by 
runner to Kimberley, May 21. He suys: 
■' The Hying mounteil column secretly 
aud swiftly organized by Gen. Hunter 
started from Burkly nnd arrived hero to- 
night, covering 130 miles in hve days.

Hunter 
telegraphs as follows fromtPpurtcca 
Slrcnins: ' 

•• Cid. Mahou's rolioving column left 
P.arldy West under secret May 4, antl 
rciicliiMl Vrvbnrg May 10. The Boers 
mar(died on the right llnnk of the British, 
and a strange race followed— MahOU 
pi-essiug toward JIafekiiig with the ttt- 
iiiost speed consistent with keeping thB 
force iu condition, and the Boers hurry- 
ing parallel in an effort to pass him anO 
to throw theinselves across the path.

A correspondent of the Daily Express 
says- "Gen. Hunter devised and 
gu'ided the relief, which was daringlR 
executed by Col. Mahon." 

The last message from Col. Mahon 9

It says: " TW 
column left Yryberg yesterday, did 17 
miles and oufspanned at 2 a. m. No fires 
were allowed. We started at dawn to- 
day and trekked here."

•• Kroonstiid, ilay 21— The folu,(viug 
is I'roiii Huntur: ' Mafoking is relievod. 
^liihoii eutered it May 18.' " 

Jjoiidon, May 2.i.— (4 a. m.)— Col, 
Baden-Poweirs hardest blow to the be- 
siegers was the capture of 'Comniaiidant 
Sard Blolf, President Kruger's graad- 
son, and his men, whicli is tlius described 
ia a despatch from Mafeking iMay l-> 
via Ootsl; May 14: 

"Bloff to-day fell into one of the v.lri- 
ims traps that hiivo been k'Tl opi'ii for 
niontlis. At 4 a. in. tlio iMU'niy, who liiid 
been much strengthenoil duiiiiK the last 
few days, feinted an attnek on the cast- 
ern. side of the town, while a large force 
which during the night hml erepl along 
the river, guided by native ri'bels, who 
' had chosen the eniftiest detours, imag- 
ined to enter the Buratong location. This 
they burned, and the huts of the natives 
were blazing for a distance of nearly a 
mile. . 

■■ Then, Snding that they were uiioi>- 
posed, the Boers yelletl: " (Jome out, you 
skulkers; to-diiy we lake Mafeking.' 

" Suddeiily a Hoer erie<l, • Here are 
the rcMjineks.' Nearly all lied. Capt. 
i\Iiir.sh (ii)ened lire from the fort on each 
sicU;, eutliiig oil and repulsing tlu; niiiin 
body of the Dutch, but driving the van- 
guard of about iriO into the nati\c loca- 
tion which had been burned. The enemy 
broke into two parties, one being penned 
in the stone kraal, and the other hemmed 
ia a hollow behind a kopje, inside the 
outer dP'fences. They had no water and 
but little food. Meanwhile a strong 
party, estimated at 500, ran around the 
native location and reached the camp 
close to the railway. They were sur- 
prised, and after sharp lighting captured 
Lieut.-Col. Hore, Oapt. Singleton, and 
Veterinary Surgeon Dunlop Smith, who 
for a time were penned with 40 Boers in 
the oiliees of the British South Africa 
Protectorate. This position was covered 
by our forts. 

" The Boers were called upon to sur- 
render, but they refns(Hl. and the fight- 
ing was re>;nnied for some hours. The 
Boers lost heavily. Finally two parties 
<ii the en<'iny surrendered, one party es- 
caiiing. The casualties are not yet fully 
known. The Boers lost about 150, but 
onr casualtii's wera under 20. Mr. 
Angus Hamilton, corresspouden^ of the 
London Daily Times, is missing." 

The railway is e.xpeeted to he at 
Kroonstad to-day (Tuesday). The con- 
gestion of tratlic at Smaldeel delays 
Lord Uoberts' advance, but his eavalry 
continues active Ihrou^jh a wide radius 
east and southeast of Kroonstad. 

The infantry advance steadily. Oea. 
Colville and (.ien. Uundle shift their 
head(iuarters each second day. The 
Boers are retiring noiitiward from Ilarri- 
sniitli. Balding and sniping an; de- 
creasing. Lord Uoherts is advised that 
little resistance need be o.Kpeeted south 
of Lip river, near .lohannosburg, where 
the natives are digging trenches, hut th(? 
position, according to a corre^^pondent, 
can be turned. The same authority 
thinks it improbable that there will be 
any desperate defence south of Pretoria, 
and that even the capital of the Trans- 
vaal is likely to he evacuated. The or- 
ders from the war oUlce directing si.K 
more siege trains to go out, however, 
indicate preparations in expectancy of a 
siege. 

Twenty war correspondents have been 
killed or have dieil of disease during tlu> 
war. In this respect the Daily Mail 
has been particularly unfortunate. 

The eontirmation of the relief of Mafe- 
king does away with the lingering doubts 
whieh existed in the niinilis of a few peo- 
ple who have got into the habit of be- 
lieving nothing lait war olUee despatches. 
With belated enthusiasm that depart-

BELIEF PORCH ATTACKED. 

But Boors 'SVore Repulsed With Consid- 
erable Loss. 

London, May 21.— The war ofllce has 
received the following despatch from 
Itoberts: 

•' Kroonstad, May 21.— Mahoa (Col. H. 
T.) reports haVh'.g joined Plunier at 
.lamaisdo on May 15. He was followed 
by !i Boer commando from Maruzani 
Siding, and turned westward to avoid it. 
Ou May 13 he was attacked iu the thick 
bush, losing 5 men killed, 2 miKsiug and 
24 wounded, including the Dally .Mail 
correspondent. Hands, dangerously. The 
Boers lost more than Mahoa in killed 
and wounded. 

I./jndon, May 21.— Under to-day's date 
]jord Roberts sent the following from 
Baden-Powell, dated May 13, giving im- 
liortant news: 

Before dawn on the 13th a storming 
ptirty, 250 strong, persistently led by 
Eloit, rushed the pickets and reached the 
Stant and Protectorate camp from the 
westward, along the Malapho valley, a 
strong musketry demonstration being 
made at the same time along the eastern 
front of our position. 

Our western posts closed in and 
stopped the Boer 'supports following, 
thus cutting off Bloff's retreat, while tlie 
town defences stopped his further ad- 
vance. 

His force got divided in the darkness 
and a strong party was placed between 
-theiu, completely suri-ounding them. 
Fighting continued all day. 

"Soon after nightfall one of the parties 
surrendered, and the other was driven 
out of the Staat. under a heavy fire. 

"Ten dead and 19 wounded of the 
enemy were left behind,, and 108 prison- 
ers were taken, iucludibg ISIoQ and uim; 
ofliccrs. . Seventeen Frenchmen and 
many Germans were among the prison- 
ers.

".Vnd article V says; 'The functions 
of the mediatory power are at au end 
when ouce it is declared, either by one 
of the parties lo the dispute or by the 
mediator himself, that the means oi: re- 
conciliation proposed by him arc not ac- 
cepted.' 

'This would seem to ronde'r any fur- 
ther action of the United States uuad- 
visable under existing circuuiistancos. 

'The sleiiK taken by the I'resident in 
his earnest, desire to see an eud to the 
strife which caused much suffering may 
already he said to have gone to the ex- 
treme limit permuieii by him. Indeed, 
if iu his discretion he hud chosen not to 
[ircfieul to Eiighiiid the South Afiioan to- 
nuesi for good olllccs he might have 
justitied hiis action by referring to the 
following declaration, which was made iu 
the very act of signing The Hague 
couveutiou by the plenipotentiaries of 
the United States; "Nothing contained 
in this convention shall be so construed 
as to rciiuire the United States of Amer- 
ica to depart from its traditional policy 
of not intruding upon, interfering or en- 
tangling itself with (pi.tilious of policy 
or international administration of any 
r;tale, nor shali anything contained iu the 
said couveutiou be construed to imply a 
reliniiuishmenl by the United States of 
America of trtiditional attitude toward 
purely Aiuericau (luestions.' The Presi- 
dent sympathizes heartily in the sincere 
ilcsire of all the In opie of llie I'niti'd 
Slates that the war now alllictiiig Soutii 
Africa may, for the wake of both parties 
engaged, come to a sjieedy close, but, 
having done bin full duty iu preserving a 
strictly neutral position between them 
.•uid seizing the hrsl opportunity that pte- 
seuted itself for offering his good ollices 
in the interests of peace, he feels that in 
the present circumstances, no course is 
open to him except to pernist in the policy 
of impartial neutrality. To deviate from 
this would be contrary to all our Ira- 
ilitions and all our national interests, and 
would lead to conscQUences which neither 
the I'resident nor the l)eoi)le of the 
United Stales could regard with favor."

Yarn From Vancouver of At- 
tempt to Destroy Forts 
Is Untrue. 



How the Stoty of an Esquimalt 
Tragedy Got Twisted In 
Travel, 



When some mouths ago a man— a 
I'V-uian, perhaps, or nuiy be a pro-Boer, 
but certainly a man who desired to work 
mischief at the Mncnalay Point fortitica- 
ticiLS— clambered along u board over llio 
chevaux de frise with which the forts are 
protected, and brought about his form 
the bullets from sentry's carbine, he did 
not know how often the story of his ad- 
venture would be re-told, and with how 
many drussiugs the vurious variators 
would garb the talc. 

The story has bobbed up again. This 
time it comes from Vancouver. It was 
being told on the streets of the Terminal 
(Jity, and the Golonist correspondent 
there was one of those who heard it. He 
writes: 

"A Vancouver citizen who has just 
returned from Victoria informed the 
Colonist corrrapondeut this morning that 
he hud it on tbe authority of a naval 
oillccr that three or four nights ago an 
alleged attempt to do damage at Point 
Macaulay was made by supposed 
Fenians, The naval officer said that the 
men, dressed in civitian clothes, crept up 
towards the forts bx the darkness. They 
were fired at fay the sentry on guard, but 
escaped iu tbe darkness. The same 
authority states that some little time ngo 
ihc authorities at Esquimalt received 
positive information that Boer sympa- 
thizing Fenians lind left San Francisco 
for Victoria with the avowed object of 
doing what damage they could by dyna- 
mite and other means at Bsquimnlt, and 
that thrgo of these Feuians were after- 
wards recogaized on the streets of Vic- 
toria." 

GoL Grant, the ofBcer commanding the 
troops at Work Point, when asked as to 
tbe truth of the story by a Colonist repre- 
sentative yesterday afternoon, said there 
was nothing whatever of truth in the 
story. It was simply another recurrence 
of tbe story of the man who tried to 
crawl over into the forts some months 
ago. It -any such occurrence had taken 
pluce it would surely have beenr reported 
to liim, and he hod not heard of it before 
being told by the interviewer. Other 
olUccrs also denied knowledge of any 
such occurrcucc. 

AVhile the Jouraey to Vancouver may 
not have twisted the story of the occur- 
rence that never was, the following ex- 
cerpt from the columns of a copy of the 
Kobe Herald received by the steamer 
Ivinshiu Mnru yesterday morning shows 
!if)w badiy a story can get twisted in its 
material details by a little travel. The 
iCobe paper, under a N'ew York date line 
and credited to the Manilo Times, prints 
the following "details" of the sliiKiliiig 
of Lieut. Scott at Esi|uimult some si\ 
weoKs ago: 

"X tragic aiTair has occurred at \\c- 
tiiria, B. d which is most deplorable in 
its results. A hot argument nrnse be- 
tween Lieut. Bums, of the Caiiailian 
-Vrtillery, aud Lieut. Scott, of the Britisli 
.Navy, as to the authority of the latter 
in the dock at Victorin, B. C. The 
Canadian officer disputed the nuiliority 
of the British naval officer. High words 
wore passed and the argument had car- 
ried the Canadian officer into such a 
state of excitement and frenzy that he 
suddenly drew his revolver and tired on 
Lieut. Scott, with fai.al result."

Thi.-^ iiu- 
poiiiiiit political document meaus a 
j;reat deal to Vancouver Island, mk it not 
<Mily 1,'uaraiitees increased prosperity, but 
means Unit there is no danger of the 
yellow scourge fiuiling their way down 
into the workings of the other company. 
AVe sincerely lioiie that ii menus uuiy be 
found of excluding Chinese and ,rapani'se 
fioiu all mines in the province, . coal or 
nu'tnllifernus. If we are to derive any 
benefit from thi! vast wealth hidden 
away in nature's storehouse in this 
favored province of the nouiinlon, it 
must come largely through the hands of 
the labor employed iu its development, 
and it is surely not asking too mucli from 
the ciipitnlists who will carry elT the 
greater imrt of it that ii small proportion 
should be left in the country through the 
eiiiployment of white labor. When the 
rosolntiou of Mr. Dunsmuir is oarried 
into effect we shall have made a long 
stride forward in the direction of mak- 
ing British Columbia a white man's 
country. 



MINl.NXi LAW'S. 

One of (hv lu'ovisinn- of the laws of 
IS".)!) wliii-h ;,'ave the ;,'rc:ilesl amount of 
dissatisfaction was that which ^-ave the 
LielltenMiit-('!overnor-in-( 'ounci! iira<'t icai 
control of mining corporations seeking to 
do business under tliu Placer Mining Act. 
By tile law of that session no joint stock 
coiiipiiiiy or mining coriior.-ifion can re- 
ceive a free miner's cerliticate except by 
Ihe express sanction of the govornmeut, 
and the right to hold such a certlflente ia 
subject to cancellation nt nny time by the 
government. That is to say, the govern- 
ment, h.v this fitatiite. airogiited to it- 
self the right to say who might aiul who 
miu'Iit not organize companies to work 
-placer ground, atul to Mtop them from 
■working whenever it saw fit. No invi>-'- 
'tor is safe for a single moment under 
such a law. His investment is absolute-

So monstrous is this law that we think 
it well, to restate it, so thiit there may be 
uo inisuudorstanding about it. Suppose 
a number of persons wished to form a 
company to work a hydraulic mine, they 
could not move hand or foot without the 
express permi.ssion of tho govermnent, 
and after they had .finally obtained this, 
their whole enterprise \voiil(l bo liable to 
be terminated at the merest whim of the 
government. Can anything more out- 
rageous than this be suggested'.' What 
man would lliinU of inviHting nnuicv un- 
der such a iaw'.' Is there any cause for 
surprise that eapitulista stood aghast 
whou they heard that such a law had 
been placed on the statute hook? 

For- this legislation .\lr. .Martin is 
directly responsible. He hiuwelf planned 
the \a.vr. He forced it through the house 
ii. spite of tho rosistaucc of the opposi- 
tion, lie has promised to make changes 
in otiu r statutes enacted undiT his super- 
vision, but he has made no proniine iu 
respect to this. Can the people of Brit- 
ish Cohinibia afford to allow su<-h ar- 
bitrary power |o be vested in any gi>v- 
crnniint, iiiiicli bs.< in one led by a ii: 
ister of .Mr. Martin's character, a man of 
such extreme view.s — iiue so hasty in ac- 
1 ion, oue who cloes not he«itatu to use his 
l-owrs for objiM'ts which cannot he 
claimed to be wliolly in the public inter- 
ests'.' 'I'he passage of such an act sho^^■s 
bi'tttT than anything else Mr. Mar 
tin's ideas of legislation and how utter 
ly unsafe it -would be to entrust such a 
man \rith the reins of power. It alone 

is a sulllcieiit reason why the viUeiv of 
British t'nluinliia should refuse lo sanc- 
tion his selection as premier. What 
British Columbia needs is laws tor the 
regulation of miuing that treat every one 
alike and under which govor:;;;;c:;t fiiv- 
nritcs can aciiiiire no privile;'i's which op- 
lionentM of tho goveniuienl cannot. But 
under the statute referred to the goveru- 
uient has the power to grant everything 
to its friends and refuse everything to its 
opponents, mid it can ludii a threat o' 
cancellation over the head of any cum 
pany. SncU a law is contrary to the 
genius of our institutions and ought to 
be stricken from the statute book with 
out delay, and the man responsible for 
it should be driven from public life. 



ATLIX MATTKUS. 

The facta brought out nt yesterday 

meeting of the Board of Trade in re- 
gard to Allin are of very great import- 
ance and demand the immediate iitteu- 
tion of the governuicnt aud legislature. 
Wo shall deal with them at greater 
leng'th in a I'unire iswie. h'or the jyresi' 
We invite the careful perusal of the r 
port of yesterday's proceedings. Mrs. 
Hitchcoi'k's indictment of the gorera- 
luent is very strong, but it is none too 
severe. To take money over aud over 
again f.u- the same piece of ground would 
be a fraud if eummitted by a private iu 
dividual, and is a moral fraud when com 
mittcd by a government. Greater se- 
curity of title to plnccr claims is impera 
live, and the law should be so amended 
as to provide for it. Tlic remoteness of 
Atlin from the Ca[iital renders coinli- 
tious there iieculiarly arduous. Dishon 
est men can take advantage of the ro- 
nioteness of tho courtH and Ihe lack of 
mUhorily on the \mn of local olllcials 
and do very gri.'at injury before they car 
be checked. 'Therefore il is of prime im- 
portance that the law should be sc 
mnended that greater power shall be 
given to the Gold Commissioner or to 
some ime else for the settlement of ilis 
putes as lo claiuit;. 

We also strongly commend the .sugges 
tlou that the wilful jumping of claiina 
should he declared a penal offence, pun- 
i.shable by fine and imprisonment and the 
forfeiture of the free miner's certifK/alo. 
M'.'ii woiihl then ccasi' to take <-Uaiicea, 
and the honest prot;poctor would have 
some sort of guarantee that he -would 
get the benefit of having been first upim 
the ground. With the law altered in 
some [larth^'ulars, and com[)etent olllcials 
charged with its adiuiaistration, the 
couatry would be placed in an infinitely 
better pusiliuu than it now is. Atlin pays 
handsomely into fhe revenue of the prov 
iuce, and the government can well afford 
to give the miners there the protect i(m 
they so much need.

A btauket was swung 
into the air, and as the wind caught it 
•some hundreds ot bauds were etretclied 
as liigh as the ntuturo of the owners 
M ould permit. Down came the blanket, 
and it was in an iustaiit clutched by at 
least a hundred . Then tho Indians 
■iwiiycd to and fro iu a heap, the weaker 
ones being swept aside and the woolen 
covering wrested from them. Still 
crowds cluug on, and then one man near 
iho (.-ornor drew a knife und cut as big a 
piece as he held. Others cut out piivea 
hold b.v them, ami soon tile blanket wiik 
divided in small hits which would hard- 
ly have made a doll's covering. 

Thus it was for some lime. Blanket 
after blanket was struggled for. Some— 
huL not u great prtvurtiou — being re- 
tained whole, those folding the larger 
areata bought out those -with tho lesser 
liandfullti. 

At length the blankets were exh.'ni.<ted. 
Then shot-guns wm iluown from the 
roof and struggled for, like long buiies 
for wliicli a iiiiiiilier of dogs helil claiiii. 
until at last all competitors having liecii 
cither bought olT, or wn-iii'liod free, the 
guns passed inlo Ihe po^.>o^silJn of a niorc 
lorninato one. Silver dollars were 
t^craiiibled and other ilcsirable etf.ci.- 
ni.'iilo llie liuiie of ijoiiti'Mt ioii ot llie 
struggling horde. Cai'ved lioaras. m- 
ti'iiis bearing soiiio yet ii iiw rit ion .-i\va-li 
story, fancifully ilccoraled iiaildle.--. bai 
etc.— all were scraniblcii for and tlu' 
holdings auctioned oil a.-- in the matter of 
the blankets. 

Then came tlm potlatch of Willie's bug- 
gy. Tliiis up-to-date vehicli' was stand- 
ing on the road as the throne of an al- 
ligator-like totoiii, the mark of tho fam- 
ily from which the sub-chief claimed in- 
heritance. After due oiioisance and pro- 
per observance of the totem had been 
niado, it was lifted out, and, at a given 
signal, the siwushes rai od to the buggy. 
It was yanked about and puUod up and 
dov/n at the risk of touriug it apart un- 
til, like the other pothitched articles, tho 
one who iiigged for it more than his fel- 
lows bought out the others. Tlie some 
procedure was carried on in the pot- 
iatchiug of a war canoo, tlien of a sail- 
boat. ■ The cHentelle of some more prom- 
inent Indians fought, struggled and 
hauled the canoe and boat about, but 
there was always one or more of tho 
stronger ones who could not be ousted, 
and until the price was paid, tho struggle 
for possession continued. 

So it wout on. Article after article 
went, until when tlie workmen were 
huriTiuff to work siwii after the break- 
fast hour yesterday, tlie greater portion 
of Willio'H goods had boon potlatchetl— his 
debt was paid. 

This lias been a week of celebration on 
the Indian reservatiim. On Saturday n 
big dance was held— tin' dance of tht- 
mnsker.s. A nuinljor of Indians took part, 
all wearing big wooden niaskH, many 
liaviug beaks whicli opoiiod and shut 
with the pulling of strings, and. this morn- 
ing, ns thp . Colonist rpachqs ^ts renders, 
aho'ther.potliitch'ls behigh'eWi**. •';'f," .

Four 0p{)ositi9n Candidates Ex 
pla^n Their Position to 
Sfiring Ridge Voters, 



^Vlr Turner Again Elucidates W. 
VV, R. Mclnnes' Peculiar 
Action. 



Owjuig to the plothora, of other matters 
occupj'iug public attuntiou iii the way of 
retire committee work for the cclobra 
tion of Her Aliijoaty's Jiirthday, there 
-was but -a small atteadance at the Odd 
Fellows' hall, Spring Ridge, lost even 
iivg, to meet the four opposition candi- 
dates, but what was lucking in luimbors 
was made up iu eathusiusui. The meet 
lag had been arranged for last Friday 
■evening, but the good .news from JIafe- 
king and the attendant jubiliation had 
<mused its cancellation. A new speaker 
in tie political tirmament was Mr. Kyan, 
who spoke as a workingraan, and who, in 
the course of hi.s retnurks, proved hiniaclf 
a speaker of unusual ability. Lack of 
.space and the lateneas of the hour pre- 
vented full justice being done Mr. liy- 
an"s oratorical effort. 

'Bx-Cooncillor Bragg was voted to the 
choir and introduced the first speaker, 
Hon. J. H. fXuvaei, who was received 
^vith ap{riaase. The speaker, while re- 
gretting the snuUbiesB of the audience, 
knew &at a large number had been kept 
away by celebration work. Ho was glad 
to note that they had present to-night a 
convert (Mr. Alex. Wilson) (laughter), 
one whom all knew and who carried 
much weight in the community. (Cheers.) 
Mr. Turner Iheu referred to a report in 
the Times of a meeting held at Welling- 
ton last Saturday evening. Mr. Bryden 
had been the first speaker, .and, ae all 
knew, he was a most gentlemanly speak 
er and never made personal remarks. lie 
had said that the treatment (if the Tur 
ner government by the (Jovernor was 
very nnfair, iiiul this was the only refer 
ecco to the matter. Mr. Rrydeii had 
heeu followed by Mr. W. \V. H. Mclunes, 
who used very exaggerated language 
Mr. McIune^^ stn.te<i that "Mr. Turner 
and his myrnK.lonM" had solicited him to 
take a iKwition in the goveniiuent. lie 
(Mr. i'hiruer) felt astonished at this re- 
mark, and had gone to Mr. Mcinnes and 
the chairnnin and stilted that Mr. Mcln 
nes' remark was false, ile had been BC 
ufitonL^hed at the nerve of the man when 
Jic ha<l witnesses to prove that he (Mc- 
Inn(<?) liad come down to his (.the ppcak 
er's) ofllce to make arraugoments lo get 
into the government, and to bring over 
two sopportera to Mr. Turner. Mr. 
Turner then related the circumstance in 
-connection with the Private Secre- 
tary's visit to him at the .finance de-

mid asked Mr. 'i'uruer, "■liave you had 
a letter Irom the (Jovernor'.'" 

"les; 1 am just re.iumg it again to get 
to luu bottom oi it," said -vLr. 'lurner. 

"1 wrote it," was me reply ol [lie 
I'rivate beeretary. "i aiu ibe v^iuveruui s 
atlvjder ui sucil matleiw, and there is a 
wai^"- out oi: tne dilUcaity- ' M.r. Mcin- 
nes theu went on to muKe the otter of 
hib broiiier a aupiMjri, una weui on: "My 
brother would liKe to jsee .you about u 
uuu arrange ii. i woulu^^ike yuu to nave 
II uioetmg and discuss the situation.' 
-vlr. Turner, iu oruer .to make sure that 
lie wuUlU ha.ve M'imesses, pruiiosed a 
hieeuug in town and oaid: 

"i wuuid like hmi lo cull at my uUiee 
iu town," aud ou goiug lo tuwu tie bad 
muoi: arrangements witii tiitj book-keeper 
to be present. This was u witness 
which Mr. Turner could produce at any 
lime. During the conversutiou Air. Mc- 
lunes proposed thai he should run for 
Cowichan, aud Mr. Turner had said to 
him: 

"Mr. Mclunes, we have a certain line 
of policy; will you accept this?" and at 
the same time hud aiikej for the namen 
of the tiupiJorters who he was to bring 
over. This Mr. Mclunes would not do, 
and was told by Mr. Turner that they 
should at least write ur call and see hiin, 
aud Mr. Meluues then withdrew, premis- 
ing to see liis friendt, aud call agaiu. A 
lew days later he called and said that 
he could not give any names, but thougiu 
that lie could iu ii few more days give 
the miiiieti reiiuired. The ne.\t day the 
letter of dismissal was received from the 
Governor. 

Turning to the report of the Nanainio 
meeting, Mr. Turm"- i*aid that a.s the re- 
marks attributed to Mr. IJiiiisinuir were 
not made in connection with this incident, 
but referred to suine luivale matters l)e- 
tween Mr. ilclunes and the fuiincr. 
There could l)e no olijectiou that that 
young man, in a sense ot duty to his fath- 
er, the Lieuteuant-Governor, in order to 
t.ave the latter's neck, should resign at 
Ottawa aud try to help Mr. Martin iu liis 
contest with the people of the province. 

Keferriug to Mr. Mclnues' criticism of 
the Turner government's railw.iy jiolicy, 
Mr. Turner .said that 'J,UUI),0UO acres 
had been alieuated m the construction 
of 1154 miles, which were built aud run- 
ning. Uf this l,50d,0UO had been grant- 
ed iu early days to secure the construc- 
tion of the Island railway. Under the 
Clements (.or original; bill, passed by 
lion. Mr. Beaven, this grant was some- 
what larger. This left 7,500,000 acres 
which caused tin? building of 054 miles 
of railway in British Uoluinbia. With 
one or two small exceptions, all these 
had been built by land grants. At that 
time British Uolumliiu could not uftord to 
subsidize the companies, and to get these 
lines iu exchange for land which could 
not be sold at SI an acre was a very 
good bargain. If nearly $-10,000 a mile 
had becu paid for these lines, as they 
would cost to build as Mr. Martin pro- 
poses, the country would iinvo had to 
pay S2ii,S0O,O0O. aud the annual cost ot 
■'!;i,M0,O<IO for iutorest and sinking fund 
for 50 years would have been assumed 
by the province. It should be remem- 
bered that the laud is still there aud can 
be taxed, and settlers can take it up at 
the same rate as the government had 
sold other lands. There could be no two 
opinions as to the relative merits of the 
tAvo policies. 

Mr. Turner theu took up the iiartinite 
charge that the Turner guverninent was 
ail extruvaguut one. lie' would remind 
his hearers that owing to the jiolicy of 
the Turner government the result was 
such that the revenue of the province 
hud increased enormously. In the year 
1S8G-87 the revenue had been ,f;537,00O. 
Deducting tlu! Dominion subsidy left 
.%ili5,184 actually raised. Turu to 1,S",)7- 
08 and it would be found that .'?l,-li;o,li!)!l, 
and again deducting the I>oniinion sub- 
sidy left .fl. 177, 110. Here was an in- 
crease fourfold, cad that, too, witliout 
the slightest increase iu taxation. (Ap- 
plause.) There was no other province 
that could show a lov.cr rate of taxatiou, 
as many municipalities iu Ontario paid 
as high as 4 per cent., aud although this 
did not go to the government, still it af- 
fected the people just the same. It was 
only by iucrer.ried prosperity of the prov- 
ince that could make such a showing as 
that given. The remedies suggested by 
the various platform makers were all 
deduced fronj the platform of the old 
governiucnt. It wus impossible to open 
up the country and carry on imjirove- 
ments until the good uaiuo of the prov- 
ince hud again been placed in the high 
position which it oci-upied previous to 
1898. 'With respect to the Chinese ijues- 
tiou. Mr. Mcinnes hmi advocated the re- 
oiuietment year after year of the laws 
disallowed by the Dominion govern- 
ment, lie had stated that Iw liad in- 
troduced at Ottawa and worked for the 
Natal Aft, and stated that if that net 
had been secured it would have put a 
stop to tiie inrush. He also said that 
Ollawa wus llie only phico where olTect- 
ive legislation could be sec'ired, aud yet 
that same gontlenian . hud left Ottawa 
and had come out to .Bt-itish Columbia 
and now proi)osed to sidetrack the mat- 
ter jlor four ycflj-s, or until for four suc- 



cessive sessions the exclusion act hud 
been re-enacted by the local goverumeut. 
This advocacy of Mr. Alcluues was mere 
clap-trap and intended to catch votes. 
The whole opposition candidates should 
be returned by \'ictoria by such a ma- 
jority as would show the proviiu-e that 
they were against the carryiug on of an 
arbitrary government— people [hroaglioiit 
the province were against an arbiirary 
government. 

Xo less than litteei. acts had beeu dis- 
allowed by the Dominion government of 
those passed at one session of the local 
house, which was a crying disgrace to 
the man who had charge of the legis- 
lation of the country. in closing, .\lr. 
Turner reierred to the unanimity with 
wiiich all the tow ns he had visitee had 
displayed in celebrating the victory of 
the British arms. Aud he could not 
understand how anyone iu 'Victoria could 
go so far as to work in sympathy with 
the Boers. i'et he was informed that 
we had a promineut man iu the city who 
actually forbid his children from stand- 
ing ui) when " Cod Save the Queeu " 
was sung. (Sensation and cry of 
"Names.") Mr. Turner would not give 
names, but said that it was a most 
strange thing that anyone would refuse 
to do so small an honor to one of the 
noblest women Vho had ever lived — Her 
.Majesty ljueen N'letoria. (Applause.) 

.Mr. .Md'hillips wus the next to take 
the platform, and in reference to the 
claim sometimes made that Mr. Martin 
was a man of his word, he thought that 
Mr. Martin's career in Manitoba would 
disprove this. 

If ever then- were a time when Mr. 
Martin c(jiil(l have carried out hif^ pres- 
ent iMilicy it was when the charter was 
secured for the .N'orthern I'acilii' it .Man 
itoba. .Mr. Martin was also inimical to 
! the liesis iiiteresit; of .Manitoba in re- 
1 r^iiect to tile defeat of Tile Hudson Bay 
! railway. This railway had a guarantee 
act of ,'i;i,50(»,(KI0 and had made arrauge- 
1 ineiits to build the road, when Mr. .\lar- 
i tin cut down the bonus to .'?2,0()0 per mile 
j and cut out the guarantee, which ren- 
j (icred the jn-oject one utterly unlit lo be 
I linaiiced. This was aiuither saniijle of 
I -Mr. Martin's railway policy. 
I One would liave thought that Mr. .Mar- 
! tin would have gone back to his .Mani- 
I tolia policy of iiiiiiiigration. 
I .Mr. Martin now said that he hud been 
1 iiistrunu'iital in bringing in the opposi- 
tion line to the C. 1'. It. against the ve- 
I to of tlie I)(jniinion, and tliat he would 
I ireat the Chinese question in the same 
manner. The twcj propositions were en- 
tirely difTcrcnt, and no one JiUCW this 
better than .Mr. .Martin. 

Mr. Martin now prated of the sanctity of 
conlractH, bill wlir.t was the Itallways' Aid 
Iti'peal Act of .Mr. .Uarllir; It had I)eeii 
ani|)ly proven tliiit the Aslioroft railway 
had been flimiiccd and all wa.i ready for 
active cuiistnictloa wlieii the wholi> thing 
was wiped din by .Mr. .Martin's repi'al bill. 
.Mr. .Mcl'lillllps referre<l to the action of .Mr. 
.\[artln In connection with tile Winnipeg 
I-'ree l'rc,'<n and licjw ilr. .Martin had gloated 
..V,: the fact tliat (Martini hud mined .Mr. 
I.nxton, all lieianse .Mr. I.ii.\ton, although 
a Mber.-i!, had not fallen In wllli Mr, .Mar- 
tin. .Mr. LnxtoM had had a contract with

Steamer Kiiishiu Mam arrived at the 
outer wharf yesterday with 351 Asiatics 
and 12 Boloon passengers, including 
Frank F. Meed, a ilokohama banker, 
and Messrs. Duboorlicu and Coles, of 
Kobe, well known Oriental busiuess 
men. Of her passengers 18(5 lauded 
here — 107 Japanese and 7'J Ghineae. The 
cargo v.-as light, about 1,000 tons in ail, 
of which 30 tons wet'« landed here.. She 
had 30 bales of silk lu transit to New 
York. 

The Kinshiu left Yokohama on the 
7th, iind tiierefore brings seven days' 
later advices of the Far lOast than those 
leceivcd hy the Empress ot' India. News 
was received by her of an awful marine 
ealahlropho on the China coast, 1-iO livea 
being lust in the wreck 'of a Chinese 
steaiucr. The <lisasler was due to the 
overriiiwiling iil' tin- vessel. Tbo Foo- 
rhosv Lehi), which tells ihe story, says: 
" 'i he native owned steam luuuch 
Ivwoiig Vut, bound from Kwougtow 
with passeugera fur Foochow and towing 
a boat laden with coal, was approaching 
the .Mingan Pass when she was met by 
tlu! S. S. Hailan, outward bound, and 
the wash from thiit dtoaiuer appeur.s to 
have either created a panic amongst the 
passengers or to have caused such a roll 
as to throw them all on one side— which- 
ever way it was, the launch failed to re- 
cover lier equilibrium and sank, taking 
the coal-laden boat with her. The loss 
of life is reported at 110, the rest of the 
passengers and crow— said to number 
some 50 to 00 — having escaped through 
being able to swim to the shore." 

Advices were also received by tm? 
Kinshiu that tlie Japanese naval anthori- 
ties have been exporlnienting with wlra- 
less telegraphy during the recent naval 
manoeuvrcB. Capt. Tonami, who is re- 
garded as the introducer of the system 
into the Japanese navy, fitted up appar- 
atus on the deck of the despatch-boat 
Miynko, and conducted conuuunicatione 
with other vessels daily. It is stated 
thai the experiments have been a great 
success, and that certain vessels in the 
harbor of Kobe have been exclinngiug 
communications with the warships a»- 
sembled in the Kii-Awaji Channel or in 
the vicinity of Kuroye Bay, Kyushu. 

During the recent manoeuviefl the 
cruiser Kasagi collided with and all but 
sunk the Japanese merchant ateanacr 
Meyajimtt Maru. The ram of the war- 
ship cut II hole six f«et in length in 
the merchant vessers side, and had sha 
not been in close proximity to the beach, 
whither she was driven with nil upced, 
she would have been loHt. As it was, 
her stern sank in deep water, and hor 
passengers had a narrow escape from 
drowning.

When the brief message from Light- 
house Keeper Daykin at Ciiriuauah was 
received a few days ago, felling of the 
arrival at ("lo-oose of two men from a 
tniall cichoouer, and of how one iiKin had 
lii'eu h'ft oil tlie vessel, helpless, to navi- 
vati her in the storms then raging, it 
was expected that tile little vessel would 
meet with disaster.

Small anchor and iiuoy at -Neah 
Bay, Am alone three (iays. Send tug. 
Wire nus'.vcr, (Signedj Sam." 

The Petrel, which is owned hy E. Raw- 
lins, of Seattle, and a I'urtlaml man, 
sailed from Astoria on May S. The < rjw 
consisted of three men, Christopher Han- 
sen, his brother John Hansen, uud Sam. 
J. Gibson. Tae message must have been 
mis-seut, as the two men lost from the 
schooner managed to reach shore in aafe- 
ty and afterwards made their way to 
Noah Bay. According to the telegram 
as sent, Christopher Hanson is reported 
drowned. Nothing has since been heard 
of the little schooner, of the men who ar- 
rived at Xeali Bay, ov of its lone mari- 
ner, C. ,1. Oil, son. The lighthouse 
ki'i.^pers at both Caiie Beale and Cnrman- 
ali have been asked by llii' owners to do 
what tliey can to save the schooner.

Steamer Hero sailed for Coniox yes- 
terday afternoon, to take another cargo 
of coal for Ounalaska.

Mr. Yorke left 
for Nome on the morning following tlie 
action, and the cose will not likely come 
up (or trial until his return. 

lMPIlOVING~a"HE SERVICE. 

Oriental Lines Adding to and Improving 
Their .Mready Large Fleets. 

Steamer ''i'osa Maru sailed for the 
Orient yestenlay, loaded to her capacity, 
which is about 10,000 tons, with general 
freight. On her arriviil on tlie .Iniian 
const she will be iilaced in the hands of 
the shipbuilders as soon as her cargo is 
discharged. While her freight space is 
to be uniiiiiiaired, she is to he made more 
lit to nccominodate the missionaries, 
glohe-trotters and others who travel 
across the Pacilic. A new deck will be 
imt in, with staterooms galore, Utting 
her to carry a great crowd of saloon pas- 
sengers. She is, in fact, to be made a 
lival of the famous white liners of the 
('. P. R.. the three Enipressos. The 
Idznini llaru, whose place in the Nippon 
Vusen Kaisha line tlie Tosa .Maru took, 
is also to be continued in tlio service, 
thus giving the Japanese line a fleet of 
riiur \essids, instead of three, as hereto- 
fore. 

The I'^nipress line will also be in- 
creased, in all iir'ihabilily, before many 
luoiilbs hnvi' passed, ijy the addition of 
two other steamers, so that a fortnightly 
service will he given. The addition to 
the C. P. R. line has been long rumored, 
and the opposition in Kiiglanil and 
lioiigkong against the continuance of 
till' large subsidy giviMi by tho Iiiiperial 
goveriiinent for a tnree-weokly service 
has had the effect of accelerating the 
work of improvement. It has been 
announced that two steamers are to bo 
added, and .a rumor has been going the 
rounds, seemingly based on good author- 
ity, tliat the present liiii'is, the three 
I'hiipresses. are to tie takon from the 
route anil placed on the Australian run, 
and five new and better sleaniers built 
for the Oriental run. Thi- Hongkong 
chamber of coinnierce when the Kinshiu 
-Maru left bad before tliein the (lueation 
of an iuijiroved service hy thi; Einprossoa, 
and a resolution was passed that tlie 
Iiresent mail contract, which expires in 
May of ne.xt year, lie renewed if a fort- 
nightly service is given. The fteamer 
'I'urtnr. now bound to the Orient, ia to 
lie put in the dry dock at Kowloon and 
altered. What with the improved O. P. 
R. and N. Y. K. lines, and the recent 
atlditions to the N, P. lino, as well as the 
Iironiisod leviathan treiglitors of Jim 
Hill, the Oriental fleet sailing out of 
this port is a rapidly growing one— but 
it is growing no faster than is the fast 
accumulating trade with tlie Far East.

I beg 
that you will protest ugainst a contiiui 
ance of present injustice, Uecidedly, vig- 
orously, and with absolutct refusal to bo 
corae a party to such traiiil. 

" Aly second accusation is that nftor 
the government has riibbed it.s victims, 
it gives them no judgerbo whom to ap- 
peal until it has stamed ;theiu and re- 
duced them to such n .condition that 
when the judge linally mUlics hi.s appear- 
ance the victinia have been placed in a 
position by the actions of Ihe goveru- 
iiient such that they are .apt able to pay 
the fee demanded before their case will 
be tried. 

" My third accusation is that the gov 
ernnieiit is guilty of and reijponsible for 
tlie consequent despair, slow atarvation, 
illness and death which ensue. 

■ My fourth accusation, -ttiat a magis 
trate lias been placed in the little caini) 
ijf .\tlin to decide petty matters, am" 
that his decisions have given *iuch gen- 
eriil dissatisfaction tliat many petitions 
iinve been sent for his recall, but unfor- 
tunately without effect. 

"Accusation No. 5— The government 
have turned n deaf ear to the nlendingfi 
of those who have needed a bospiiul; 
h a v« .allowed the Presbyterian church to 
build one. which those of us who went 
there with money to invest in the coun- 
try haive been called upon to support. 

" No. 6— That whereas nurses "Jiave 
been loeeded to sucoour and care ,for 
those whom they bave starved into Ill- 
ness, we, who had not only 
eight, but more than sixteen bovirs 
of work to do daily, hmx 
l)iocn enllciS upon to perform the duties «f 
trained nurses, because we would not 
hear later, when before the Great 
Throne, ,'I wab sick and .ye visited vac 
not,' and so. our time, which was more 
priicious than gold, was freely given to 
the victims 6f the govcrninent. 

•' No. 7— Insnfflcient police protection 
is acoonlcd life and property in the Atlin 
country, where four men only— tt chief 
mid three assistants— were maintained 
(wlien I left the camp in Oct<»bor) to 
represent the nuthorlty of the law in this 
new and unsettled community of ^reut 
area. Two of the police force were de- 
tained on ,m island, \vfaere' .duty had 
called them! the other two wete obliged 
to patrol creeks many miles frbiii' town, 
leaving its Inhabitants of raon who were 
forced by tho pniiga of hiingcf tc hreok 
in and steal, >

It was true the roy- 
alty cxilh.ctcd from the output of gold 
wan uot as large as it might have been. 
This was no doubt due to the .fttct . that 
a iinmher of the miners did not report. 
He thought it ought to be advocated 
tliat a certain fcuni hIiouUI be excmiit from 
tile royally ttii— say up to $2 or .^y} per 
day. 'J'here is no oxoii)ption of tJie. royal- 
ty on quartz mining. One reason why 
the output liiJit jeivr was uot large was 
iu coiisoiiueuce otHhe many disputes. He 
thought ilie .^>v.erjiment should >c\xempt 
a certain portion Of .the output from the 
royalty,inasmurJi as ■some claims, do not 
pay wages. F.rce JuiUiug .propositions 
had been diBcovMod.nnd.lnrgo sums would 
he ohtJiined from them, lie thought it 
most important that a resident judge 
shoirtd be appointed. The judicial .part 
of the gold commissioner's duty should 
he taken out of his hands and placed .in 
the hands of a renideiit judge. It was 
imperative tliat during the open season 
facilities should exiHt for tile speedy set- 
tli^menl of disputes. L'p to three years 
ago llie gold commissioner had jiower to 
decide disjiutcs. iiiid the siieiiker liked 
the old order of tliingK. If there was an 
appeal, llie party could take the appeal, 
liut there were .very few. One other 
plia.--r of tho question was brought to 
his altenliou by Mr. l'\tathcrstone- 
liaiigli. maiuiger of the .Vuacou- 
(la mine at -\lliii. Tlie cuiii- 
paiiy wanted li'i't iieres of land, ;inii 
all they were (.iflered by the government 
was live acres. The govenimeut sboulll 
have lie. lit more liberally with the com- 
pany, wliich lud taken lu a large iiiiau- 
tity of expensive machinery. It is true 
that a portion of the land wanted wa.s 
reserved, but the goverumeut should 
have dealt in a lihcral «pirlt, as the land 
wiiH argeatly rc'<iuired. 

Along Pine creek good results had 
been obtiiined iu quartz jirospcctri, and 
he thought that iiltimtitelj the result.s 
would prove most .•ist/.ixiisbijug. In re- 
gard to the roads and tr.ajls, they were 
entirely iiiadctiuale to afford ;proper 
trau.-.portation facilities , A great deal 
of expensive machinery would he taken 
into the country, and good roads were re- 
i|uired. Krom Atlin to Surprise Lake is 
iiftcen miles, and at this point no less 
than fifteen creeks conrei^gc. He 
thought it would be wise for the gov- 
ernment to establish a sub-recording of- 
tice there. This would save the miners a 
long trip to the main office. He closed 
by asking that the board should impress 
upon the government the great potwihil- 
ities of .Vtllu district and tbo necessity 
of innkiug proper amOndments to the 
mining laws. (Applause.) 

W. Wallace (irimi, the next speaker, 
was of the opinion that tliere were tt good 
many things afl'ecting the district which 
riMiuired attention, and he thought n 
series of resolutions pasoed by the board 
would have a pood effect. It should, for 
one thing, he made impo •--.ilile for claim 
Junipinie; to loiitiniie. W hen llie niiuei- 
has staked a claim am! paid the record- 
ing fees, the miller slioiilil lie given a ciT- 
Ulicate entitling him to keep ii. The 
nuitter was easy of remedy. A good deal 
of the trouhle was uiidoiibtedly caused by 
enlering claims in namcri instead ot by 
numhefH. Then in respect to the amount 
of work done — it makes no difference 
how miieli work the miiuT docs; he is 
not .Tssisled in getting a title. Tliere is 
no proiisioii for securing title to a placer 
cluiiii. 'I'lieii in respect tc hydraulio 
leases. There is an exiienditure of ."i!!,!)!)!) 
per year rciiuircd. This he thought 
sliould be cxteniled over a period of two 
years. Jlore and hetter roiidts and trails 
were needed, so as to facilitate the get- 
ting in of supplies. With i-espect to 
hospital accommodation, alluded to hy 
Mrs. Hitchcock, the matter had been tak- 
ejji up by the Presbyterian residents, 
though it was one which the government 
should have attended to. 

The powers of the gold commissioner 
were iibvioiitdy loo limited, anil he hoped 
they would be exIi.MHieii. Tho ciimmis- 
sioner t.liould be placed in a position to 
settle (iininites. There would uniiiies- 
tiiinably he a good deal of confusion this 
year again, Mr. Semliu had promised 
liiHL year to send ill a legal luminary, 
luit " it was moil tli« before ho ap- 
poaroii on the ficone,- though he did pootl 
work after he got there. As 'anothiT 
point, he thought it would be well for tho 
govcrnmcut to get infomntioB as to the 



charges very niucli. But now they are 
conipelk'd to pay a portion of the charges 
for the olllce at lieuiielt, and the 
olllce nt Skagway may be closed. 
Th(' n'.atter was an important one to ship- 
pers, ■iuid be tiiiggested il should be iu- 
(luired into h.v the hoard. 

An;ither important point to which at- 
tention slinulJ he given xvas tlie neces- 
sity of la.viiig h''fore the people of Great 
Uritain information r(>garding the great 
district of Atlin. Very little is known 
there tiboiit the country, and he suggest- 
ed that .sti'iiti should be taken to dlssi- 
r<!ite the ignoranci! previiiling. 

In his opinion the board owed some lit- 
tle amends to A.tlin. If he was not mis- 
taken, the board had passed a resolution 
favoring the Alien Exclusion Act, which 
measure had done incalctilablc barm to 
the district. Now that the act had been 
vetoed -Atlin wxnihl be "lienefitted by the 
board taking stejis to inform the outside 
world to tlwt effect. (.■\liplause.) 
('. Dubois Mason. tb(> next speaker, 
retted he was not jiresent to hear

told him that he had written taf the

As it was, if he mentioned British Ool- 
umbia to capitalists in London, they 
would set the dog on him. He had great 
faith in Atlin and tho whole of the 
province, but the people must help them- 
.selves. (Applause.) 

Mr. Crease agreed with the last apcak- 
ers in regard to the need of a county 
court judge and the necessity of provi- 
sion for giving a good, title to claim- 
owners. As it is, a mineral cluim can 



get a. title -for an expenditure; of. $500. 
but . a hydraulic proposition not for an 
expenditure of $600,000, and the latter 
was Ihible to lose the property at any, 
time. A man should *have a crovm 
grant. An objection to this is tlmt the 
land may be of some value to the govern- 
ment. A cure for that would be to put 
a small tax on the property, and if the 
claim was unprofitable to work, the man 
would drop it. 

Mr. Grant moved a vote of thanks to- 
Mrs. Hitchcock, which was seconded by; 
^Ir. lielmckcn, and. the meeting ad- 
journed.

pressed with ibe necessity of reform in 
certain directions. The [ilacer act should 
be so altered as to sweep away all Ihe 
coiileiit inns tliiH nre made hy elniiii 
jiiiii|iert^, .liistiee Irving liail dealt ^ 
I his iihase of the iiuesliuii when he 
lip there last stiiiinier, hnisllilig asiili 
teeliiiiralities :iml settling the eases on 
llieir merils. .Mr. .Mason iiiiiiteil froin 
the act. ,|Miinling out the olijeelious in 
various clauHeis. He thought the act 
shiiuhl be ameiided as was suggested hy 
Lieut. •( lovcriior Meliiiies, oir, of whicli. 
and a most imporlaiit one, was the re- 
cording the claiins by number and not h.v 
name. There might be one claim record 
ed as ••.lini," another as "Bill," and so 
and there wan ubciolutcly nothing to 
show that they were uot one and the fuine 
ehiini. Tliere Were no means ot finding 
out. After claims have been recorded 
they should be surveyed by the govern- 
ment-surveyor; and if any piece between 
the ' boundaries are not taken up; they 
should be sold to the highest bidder, giv- 
ing tlie preference to the adjoining claim 
owners. 

X county court judge should be ai)- 
Iioiiited. .\e it is at present, there was 
only a stipendiary magistrate. What is 
needed is a strong county court judge, 
lliere was plenty of work for him to do. 
Anothor grievance is that there Is no 
proper provision for protis;ting those who 
go in on lays. There should be Home 
clautic iu the act showing who is behind 
the lutm who goes iu ou a lay, as nt pres- 
ent several men had been called upon to 
p:iy sums of money for which they ■svere 
not liable. 

Mrs. Hitchcock— I can testify to that 
being the ca.si'. 1 was called upon to pay 
several hundred dollars ou a claim which 
I bad purchased for debts contracted by 
a man who. previous to the pureliase, had 
had the claim ou a lay 

Mr. -Mai.on, continuing, thought this 
was a grciit iujusiice. The gold com- 
missioner should have certain powers 
restored so that ho might he enabled to 
nettle these disputes. Mr. Graham was a 
good man, but most iuadeciuuteiy paid, 
and ho would like to see his salary iu 
creased, as he was most inadequately 
paid. 

The White Pass railroad had spent a 
vast amount of niotioy in opening up the 
country, and he thought the company 
should be eiuppurted. It would be unwise, 
ill his opinion, to support the building of 
a competing line from Dyea. If any 
other road tapped the country it should 
be tin allCanadiau route. He hoped the 
Kitiuiaat proposition would be taken np 
again, but it would discourage capital 
from .going into ICitlmnat if support was 
extended to tho Dyea rond. There had 
been some com|)laints nlioiit freight rates 
1111 thi> White Pass railway, but he 
(lid not think the rates exorbitant. 

\'ictoria must wake tip if she wantH to 
jiusli trade with Atliu. Up to a short 
lime ago it was im|iussible to get a \'u-- 
toriu pa|ier there. Air.l the iiiercliantH 
should advertise in the local jiaiiers nior 
extensively, give prices and particuhirs of 
their wares. .\iid proper amtisenientt' 
for returning minerfi should not be over 
looked. Seattle was making a great bid 
to bold the returning miners. (.Vppiausi!.) 

A. L. Belyea, Q. C, who made a few 
remarks, at tho invitation of the chair, 
was of the opinion that tho mining laws 
reiHiired radical changes. The lifws of 
thirty years ago were no doubt all right, 
then, but they were unsuitable now— 
certainly the more So !n conaeiiueuce ot 
the Atliu country to the Yukon. The 
■same condition of disorder in Atlin would 
undoubtedly exist this year. He had 
beard that William creek— -one of the 
richest creeks— had all been re-stake<l. 
This was no doubt attributable to the 
legislation of last year. What is wanted 
is comiiion-seiise laws. It was a great 
(lisadvantage not to have a resident 
judge. 

(.'apt. Worsiiiip. next called upon to 
give expression to his views, explained 
that be cnine more to hear what was 
soiug on than to tu:ke part in the discus- 
sion. In regard to British Columbia, if 
be were called upon to preach a sermon 
on the province, he would choose as his 
(ext. " Uoil helps those who help them- 
selves." British C'oluinbia must help 
heivself. What Mr«. Hitchcock had 
said was correct. Capital is knocking 
ut a burred gate. He had been told in
